A good question raised 


Reeve Lawrence Kluthe of M.D, Sturgeon has expressed 
a valid and eminently sensible point of view on the 
annexation of nine acres of MD. land being requested 
by the City of Edmonton, ‘Before endorsing this annexa- 
tion I would like to be convinced that the city has 
a real need of the property,”’ said the reeve, 


The eity could profit from looking at the proposal from 
the same point of view. If property within the city limits 
is not available for residential development, then perhaps 
some drastic new methods are needed to make it avail- 
able, before looking beyond the city boundaries, After the 
war the city wisely developed the property known as 
Hudson Bay Reserve for needed residential lots, The 
next move now may be to move the Industrial Airport 
outside city limits, This would free the land and eliminate 
what many Edmontonians consider a dangerous area, 
and a nolse nuisance, While there have been no serious 
accidents at the site, why wait until there is one before 
making this move? 


The time may now be upon us when we must rethink the 
whole question of land values, to allow for orderly 
development of cities. Have we reached the point where 
we can no longer afford land speculation profits on the 
scale we have been paying? We seem to have reached the 
point when many of our young marrieds haven’t a hope of 
getting into a single family dwelling, and many apart- 
ments are also well beyond their reach in the years they 
are raising young children, Perhaps expropriation pro- 
cedures, similar to those allowed for obtaining property 
for roads, will be necessary for cities to purchase land 
within their boundaries to house people. 


Two other rethink approaches are needed, The natural 
resources of a country surely belong to all of its people. 
Therefore tax revenues derived from industrial develop- 
ment of those resources should be equalized throughout 
the provinces, and not retained by the municipalities in 
which they are located, And before cities are allowed to 
grow to ungovernable size, it would be well for all levels 
of government to do some hard thinking on how to difuse 
job opportunities more evenly through more communities. 


In this connection, we consider the federal government’s 
recent offer of incentives to so-called job-creating firms 
in cities, a backward step, Who is so naive as to believe 
that any firm goes into business just to create jobs? Or 
that {f they did do so forthis reason only, that they would 
be successful? Big business, capable of generating many 
jobs, is also quite capable of looking after itself, and 
paying Its fair share of taxes, The taxpaying public 
should not be subsidizing such firms,
